MACHINE AGE 

About 20 years ago a man named Karcl 
Capck wrote a play called "R. U. R.'" It w'as a 
fantasy, somewhat disquieting but highly Im- 
probable, about a horde of robot workers 
that swarmed over the earth and destroyed 
the human race which iiud created tlicni. 

"R. U. R." never rivaled "AblCs Irish Rose" 
or "Tobacco Road" In popularity. But the 
name robot, which Capek Invented for his 
tireless, soulless, non-liuman workers, has 
.stuck In our vocabulary. And now. alas. It 
begins to appear that Capek's fantasy might 
not have been so fantastic at that. 

For Instance, In New York City the other 
day a docile old local subway train suddenly 
fcit the stirrings of revolt and took matters 
Into Its own hands. It whisked a load of be- 
wildered humans back and forth from 
Brooklyn to Manhattan, whlpsawlng from 
one route to another, pausing only to t 
where to go next, disdaining to open Its doois 
and let Its pa.ssengers escape. Shortly i 
ward In the same city a drlverless milk truck 
vaulted the curbstone and sma.shcd ud n 
restaurant. 

Then a Bayonne. N, j.. teacher claimed to 
have Invented some sort of contrivance wnicn 
will enable anybody to compose'nuislc. Ami 
now Harvard university has been presented 
with an amazing electrical device whli 
far as the limited niind can discover, win nn 
any mathematical problem under the sun ■ 
or beyond the sun, lor that matter. 

The machine age has become no Jokc. it 
was all rig'it when man began devising more 
and more machines to relieve him of manual 
chores. It was even all right when man start- 
ed building machines to do his simple arith- 
metic for hlm—slnco man knew that he could 
still do It himself. 

But this algebraic electric brain at Harv- 
ard Is something else. The navy commander 
who invented It and the International Busi- 
ness Machlnea corporation people who built 
It aren't sure what It can do. They say It 
might go beyond Uie jimthematica! horizons 
that the cumulative genius ot all human his- 
tory has been able lo glimpse, . 

If men keep on building machines of tills 
scope, It's only a question of time until they 
come up with one which will discover, among 
other secreta of the universe, that the human 
race is irresponsible, Inefficient, and thor- 
oughly expendable. Then the machine age 
win really be here. Mankind will fcventually 
disappear, unnoticed and unsung. Machines 
will turn out more machines, solve more 
problems — not really gettlnir much of any- 
where but Just ticking "^along from force of 
'_ habit, much In the manner of man who pre- 
ceded them.
